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DETAILED ACTION 



Continued Prosecution Application 



1 . The request filed on February 25, 2002 for a Continued Prosecution Application 
(CPA) under 37 CFR 1.53(d) based on parent Application No. 09/534,973 is acceptable 
and a CPA has been established. An action on the CPA follows. 



2. Claims 9-1 5 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in Paper 
No. 8. 

3. This application contains claims 9-15 drawn to an invention nonelected with 
traverse in Paper No. 8. A complete reply to the final rejection must include cancelation 
of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1 .144) See MPEP § 821 .01 . 



4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



5. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
McCarron 964,044. 

McCarron teaches a glass bottle comprising a body with a main part 1 having a closed 
end portion (not shown) and an open end portion 2, a secondary part 7 with a closed

end portion 5 and an open end portion (best shown in figure 2 adjacent shield 11), and 
a collar 4 located distant from any of the end portions listed above and at an angle 
between 90 and 150 degrees from the body. Regarding claims 2 and 3, the drawings 
depict the main part being well over 60 percent of the body, by default the main part 
would contain well over 60 percent of the glass. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicants arguments filed February 25, 2002 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. Applicants arguments directed to the deficiencies of the prior 
art are not understood. The collar of McCarron is clearly spaced from all end portions of 
the main body and secondary body as stated above. 

Conclusion
